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— in a — war 1 Spanish 
democracy with the life’s blood of Austrian 
freedom and Sudetenland liberty on their 
hands, believe they can fool the world by 
falsely accusing the President as the “pro- 
voker.” . 

This kind of mud-slinging is approach No. 
1 in fascist bullying. Whoever refuses to re- 
treat or capitulate before fascist war is called 
“war-monger.” 

Assenting to this war-screening excuse 
are the Hoovers, Castles, Hearsts and Van- 
denbergs. 

Joining in the chorus now of American 
slanderers against the President’s clarion 
call to democracy is Gen. Hugh (Tinpants) 
Johnson. In a Scripps-Howard syndicated 
column, der General screeched against the 
President’s defense program. Both his 
“ideas” and language were suspiciously the 
same as those of the Nazi press department. 
Not a word, of course, did the General utter 
against the fascist war danger. 


In this respect, the President's speech 7 


clearly defining the most, basic issues con- 
fronting the American people elicited loud 
bellows from many foes of any serious de- 
fense of democracy. 

However, not all the clatter or vitupera- 
tion, whether coming directly from fascist 
sources in Berlin, Rome and Tokio, or from 
fascist-minded spokesmen here, can detract 
from the profound international peace value 
of the President’s message.

Move Forward to Preserve 
Past Gains 


„Gov. Lehman’s legislative message was a 


contribution to democracy, particularly inso- 
far as he emphasized the need for preserv- 
ing the gains made under the present social 
and labor legislation. 


First of all, in line with his accustomed 
defense of civil rights, he called for strength- 
ening of the laws forbidding job-discrimina- 
tion by the public utilities, and urged that 
their printiples be further extended to any 
and all businesses which receive public pat- 
ronage. His recommendation for the “tight- 
ening of the labor laws” to thwart the anti- 
labor tricks and evasions of the unscrupu- 
lous employers was among the most progres- 
sive and constructive features of his 
message. 


The weakness of the message comes in 


its failure to come forward with vigorous 
and concrete measures to curb the monopo- 
lies. It is these monopolies which will try to 
block all Gov. Lehman’s progressive pro- 
posals and will seek to wipe out social gains 
already made. There should be real legisla- 
tive restrictions on the utilities which no- 
toriously gut the worker, the farmer, the 
small business people and the consumer. The 
Governor's proposals on unemployment in- 
surance and that the health insurance prob- 
lem be studied are wholly insufficient for a 
situation which needs immediate and con- 
crete improvement and expansion. 


Although the budgetary message is still 
to come, it is clear that the Governor should 
have mapped a policy which recognizes the 
State’s critically urgent duty for an in- 
creased share of relief expenses. This is now 
the uniform demand of the Conference of 
Mayors, the Workers Alliance and practical- 
ly all progressive organizations which urge 
the State to take the 60 per cent (now im- 
posed upon the overburdened cities) instead 
of its present 40 per cent of relief responsi- 
bility. With the need for a full housing pro- 
gram most acute, Gov. Lehman even goes so 
far as to counsel “restraint” in the use of 
housing funds already available; when ac- 
tually more housing funds are needed. 

If Gov. Lehman is to preserve past so- 


cial and labor gains, there must be additional 


and more extensive social and labor legisla- 
tion adopted at this session. There is no 
other way to safeguard civil rights, democ- 
racy and progress. And it means, in the final 
analysis, an uncompromising fight against 
the Tory Republicans and their Tammany al- 
lies who will use their legislative control to 
block every effort of the people to move for- 
ward.
